The purpose of this letter is to request your assistance in 
obtaining a speaker to address our National Security class at 
Morehead State University. Ms. Emmy Combs, a friend of Professor 
John Kleber of our History Department and co~coordinator of the 
National Security class with me, said that you may be able to 
help us. 


The National Security program at Morehead State University is an 
elective course in the establishment and maintenance of national 
security. The course ts open to anyone in the student body who 
desires to gain a greater understanding of America's security 
system and individual responsibilities regarding national security 
without enrolling in our military science class. Students from 
all disciplines and academic ranks are enrolled in the course.
